Trieste (AP)—Deep in the grot­ 
toes of Postumla, Italian scientists 
are measuring the tidal waves pro­ 
duced in the earth’s dry crust by 
the gravital pull of the moon. 
Caused by the same force that 
rolls up tides at sea, these land 
waves are infinitesimal and can be 
recorded only by extremely delicate 
instruments. 
To “see” the earth’s undulations, 
young scholars working under Prof. 
Luigi Camera of Naples mounted 
their apparatus in cave , protected 
from surface Jars by layers of solid 
rock. 
One set of mirrors is fixed to the 
rock of the cavern and another 
swings ever so .slightly as the earth s 
surface rises and falls.

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New Books 


COLONEL LEA WELCOMED HOME 


B y J O H N S E L B Y 
Vardis Fisher has at last finished 
his tetralogy, which is the long and 
tortured path followed by himself 
from a bitter youth to final adjust­ 
ment to life. 
The fourth volume is called "No 
Villian Need Be” (Doubleday, Do- 
ran-Caxton). 
It picks up Vridar 
Hunter at the point of suicide after 
the end of Neola the beloved, de­ 
scribes his agonized retreat into a 
life of study, backed by his mistress 
Athene, his acquisition of a Ph.D., 
his experience teaching in Thail­ 
and much else up to the time when, 
in semi-retirement, he is compara­ 
tively at peace writing the story of 
It all. 
Vridar has been searching for a 
bridge between himself and human­ 
ity all the while, a basis upon which 
he may construct a life. The story 
of a maladjustment is probably bet­ 
ter reading than the story of an ad­ 
justment. 
Yet the total effect of 
the fourth volume, but for one 
thing, is just, and honestly enough 
in tune with the probabilities. 
The exception is the overwriting. 
Mr. Fisher includes dozens of bits 
of poetry, many deadly serious. As 
illustrations of his hero’s state of 
mind these serve; as poetry—well, 
there is better to be had. 
He also 
includes page after page of bright 
talk and more or less deft analysis 
He puts many pungencies into the 
mouths of his characters. 
Some 
help along the total effect; some ob­ 
struct it seriously. 
Confessedly, 
Vridar 
Hunter 
is 
Vardis Fisher. Obviously Mr. Fish 
er wants more than anything to 
write. 
It is therefore appropriate 
that the free exercise of the au­ 
thor’s bent should mean fulfillment, 
in a sense. 
But as material for a 
novel it does not compare with the 
deadly struggle of the three preced 
ing volumes.

“The Thinking Reed," by Rebecca 
West (Viking): a detailed study of 
the emotional and intellectual re­ 
actions of a small group of inter­ 
esting people; shrewdly, beautifully 
done. 
"Voyage to Galapagos,” by Wil­ 
liam Albert Robinson, 
(Harcourt. 
Brace): the voyage is as above, the 
ship is the "Svaap.” the writer is 
expert, and the material excellent; 
fascinating, 
especially 
the 
part 
dealing with Mr. Robinson’s appen­ 
dicitis attack 
and the dramatic 
events which followed. 
Subtlety 
‘‘The House in Paris,” by Eliza­ 
beth Bowen (Knopf): a tragedy of 
passion out of the past, focussed up­ 
on an arrogant little boy and an 
average little girl in a Paris house; 
tenuous, but with a genuine emo­ 
tional content just the same. 
"City for Conquest,” by Aben 
Handel <Covici-Fried©): what New 
York can do to those w’ho try to 
storm her alleged heights; occasion­ 
ally there are sententious phrases, 
but the theme is legitimate and the 
treatment credible. 
"Fighting the 
Underworld,” by 
Philip 8. Van Cise (Houghton Mif­ 
flin): the exciting story of Mr. aVn 
Cise'* fight 
against 
the Denver 
"bunco ring." 
“Marriage for Conquest." by War­ 
wick Deeping (McBride): another 
of Mr De©ping’s romances, deep­ 
ly dunked in sentimentality; do wo­ 
men prefer cave men to civilized 
courtship? Etc. 
"The Crimson Patch," by Phoebe 
Atwood Taylor (Norton): good old 
Asey Mayo and his good old .45 
solve another of Mrs. Taylor’s good 
old mysteries about good old Cape 
Cod.

first water, still believes in it. 
“ I ’m still inclined to push for its 
passage," he says. 
"Reverses" Tariff 
In view of the fact much w ill be 
said and heard about export de­ 
benture during the coming weeks, 
keep this background in m ind: 
1. Export debenture, sim ply de­ 
fined, is a reversal of the tariff to I 
give 
farmers 
benefits 
sim ilar 
to * 
those which industry enjoys under j 
a protective tariff. 
2. In the special session of con­ 
gress called immediately after M r. 
Hoover was inaugurated as Presi­ 
dent in 1929 to deal with the farm 
problem, export debenture was ap­ 
proved rn the senate but killed, in 
the house. 


3. Repeated attempts to have it 
incorporated in farm relief legisla- j 
lion have been resisted by the house. 


4 By a margin of three votes, the 
senate voted to sustain the plan in 
the republican adm inistration's bill 
in 1929 
The house, however, by a 
vote of 250 to 113 refused to ap­ 
prove it and the plan was side­ 
tracked in conference. 
5. The senate again during consid­ 
eration of the Smoot-Hawley tariff 
b ill (the prevailing tariff law) voted 
it in. 
And the house again stood 
firm against it. 
Treasury Certificates 
Proponents of the export deben­ 
ture plan contend that a farm er 
must pay a tariff on manufactured 
goods and at the same time must 
sell 
his exportable surplus 
in 
a 
world-free market. 
Their conten­ 
tion is that on the exportable sur­ 
plus receive compensating benefits 
proportionately to lift the price of 
farm commodities to a fa ir level 
w ith manufactured and industrial 
goods. 
They would have the treasury Is­ 
sue certificates for cotton, wheat and 
other farm products which m ight be 
exported. 
These certificates would 
be redeemable by the treasury and 


wheat would be fixed w ith a view to 
giving the farm er an increase on 
his price. 
By thus lifting the export price of 
such commodities, it is argued, the 
price in the domestic markets would 
be raised to the same levels. 
T ariff 
schedules would prohibit the reim ­ 
portation of such exported surplus 
to protect th<' treasury and the do­ 
mestic markets.
